Article  9:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$700  for  White  Mountains  Region  Association  and  Town 
Signs:  White  Mountains  Region  Association,  $534.06;  Town

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Article  10:  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  after  considerable 
discussion  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,- 
201.39  for  Advertising  and/or  Related  Purposes,  as  follows: 
$3,451.39  for  Advertising;  $350.00  for  Brochures;  $300.00 
for  Miscellaneous. 

Article  11:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,200.00  to  maintain  an  Information  Booth  during  the 
Summer  Season  196S.  Under  discussion  of  this  Article  it  was 
advised  by  the  Selectmen  that  the  Information  Booth  would 
be  operated  out  of  the  Country  Club  this  year  and  that  the 
present  Information  Booth  building  would  not  be  used 
this  year.

Under 
discussion  of  this  Article  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  lights 
would  be  used  in  a  different  way  this  year  and  not  across 
the  street,  and  the  money  appropriated  would  be  used  for 
repairs  to  the  present  lights  and  not  for  purchasing  new 
ones.  This  Article  was  duly  voted. 

Article  15:  It  was  voted  to  extend  the  existing  sewer  line 
along  Agassiz  Street  to  the  present  Base  House  on  Mount 
Agassiz. 

Article  15A:  This  Article,  to  raise  the  money  for  Article 
15,  failed  to  obtain  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote. 
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Article  16:  It  was  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $250.00  to  plant 
and  maintain  flowers  on  Town  Property  during  the  summer 
season  of  1968. 

Article  17:  It  was  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $200.00  to  sur- 
vey Town  Lines. 

Article  19:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $200.00  for  the  White  Mountains  93  Association,  "Ski 
93". 

Article  20:  It  was  voted  that  the  sum  of  $350.00  be  raised 
and  appropriated  to  buv  new  chairs  for  the  Country  Club 
Recreation  room. 

Article  21:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  for  hydrant  repairs  and  moves. 

Article  22:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,500.00  to  extend  the  water  line  across  U.S.  Highway 
302  at  Pierce  Bridge  for  the  further  benefit  of  residents  in 
this  area.  The  cost  to  be  paid  back  to  the  Town  through 
water  rents  established  bv  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Article  23:  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$890.00  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  with  other  towns  in  this 
area  in  promoting  the  program  and  work  of  the  White 
Mountain  Community  Services,  Inc. 

Under  the  closing  Article,  "To  transact  any  other  business 
that  mav  legally  come  before  this  meeting"  a  "No  Progress" 
report  was  given  by  the  study  committee  assigned  to  study 
the  feasibility  of  the  Town  accepting  the  land  offered  by 
Gordon  Miller  for  the  purpose  of  developing  a  ski  area 
within  two  years.  A  voice  vote  also  killed  the  motion  that 
the  hours  of  the  poles  being  opened  be  changed. 
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There  being  no  further  business  the  meeting  was  adjourned 
at  10:50  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem  School 
District. 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  is  with  pleasure  I  submit 
my  third  annual  report  to  you. 

During  the  past  year  (1967-68)  there  were  157  pupils  en- 
rolled in  Bethlehem  School.  The  average  membership  was 
152.1. 

This  school  year  there  are  184  pupils  attending  Bethle- 
hem School.  There  is  a  total  of  73  tuition  pupils  registered 
in  high  schools.  Of  this  number,  71  are  enrolled  in  Littleton 
High  School,  1  in  St.  Johnsbury  Trade  School,  and  1  in  the 
White  Mts.  Regional  High  School.  Tuition  rate  this  year  at 
Littleton  High  School  is  $609.00.  The  rate  for  1969-70  has 
been  set  at  $725.00.  The  tuition  rate  this  year  at  White 
Mts.  Regional  High  School  is  $651.00.  The  rate  for  1969-70 
has  been  set  at  $710.00. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  a  change  of  adminis- 
trators in  the  Bethlehem  Public  School.  Mr.  J.  Joseph  May, 
our  new  principal,  is  an  able  person  and  has  unquestionably 
been  influential  throughout  the  whole  program.  He  con- 
tinues to  warrant  respect  and  all  possible  consideration 
from  both  the  School  Board  and  the  Supervisory  Union 
staff.  It  might  be  well  to  note  here  also  that  your  School 
Board  continues  to  exercise  quality  leadership  as  related  to 
your  elementary  school  program. 

The  morale  of  your  teaching  staff,  in  my  opinion,  is  ex- 
tremely high;  mainly  because  your  administrators  and 
Board  of  Education  have  worked  well  throughout  the  year 
and  in  particular  in  such  areas  as  salary  negotiations,  extra- 
curricular activities  and  expanding  curriculum. 

There  are  two  areas  to  consider  as  voters  of  this  district, 
namely: 
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1.  The  need  for  an  additional  half  time  teacher  thus 
relieving  Mr.  May  to  work  with  the  community,  parents, 
teachers  and  students  in  the  district. 

2.  To  continue  the  present  expanded  program  of  extra- 
curricular activities.  This  program  has  been  excellent  when 
one  considers  what  is  done  in  many  schools  similar  to 
Bethlehem. 

In  your  budget,  I  would  encourage  you  to  continue  sup- 
porting vour  School  Board  in  their  recommendations. 

Your  White  Mts.  Supervisory  Union  No.  35  will  continue 
to  serve  in  every  way  possible  your  interests  as  well  as  the 
combined  interest  of  our  10  different  school  districts  (13 
townships).  Mr.  Oliver  Cole,  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  has,  as  you  know,  met  with  your  School  Board 
repeatedly  with  this  in  mind  and  will  continue  the  same 
during  the  next  year.  I  would  personally  like  to  thank  him 
for  his  efforts  in  this  area  and  his  loyalty  to  our  overall 
educational  philosophy. 

In  closing  may  I  thank  each  of  you,  your  School  Board, 
and  the  administrators  of  the  schools  that  accepted  your 
students  this  year  for  the  support  that  is  continually  de- 
veloping a  better  educational  program.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

In  the  first  five  months  as  principal  of  the  Bethlehem 
School,  I  have  been  aided  greatly  by  the  cooperation  of 
the  teachers,  school  board  members  and  the  administration 
staff  at  the  Supervisory  Union  level. 

Mrs.  Juanita  Gilpin,  the  newly  appointed  school  nurse, 
has  been  exceptionally  effective  in  her  role  at  the  Bethle- 
hem School. 

Mrs.  Marion  Callender  has  been  an  excellent  music 
director  for  the  school  and  her  programs  are  lively  and 
accepted  with  enthusiasm  by  the  students. 

Mrs.  Mary  Downing,  teaching  seventh  grade  English, 
current  events  classes,  and  special  help  study  periods,  has 
completed  her  first  two  months  of  teaching  in  the  Bethle- 
hem School  under  Title  I.  Mrs.  Downing  is  very  pleased 
to  be  a  part  of  the  program  at  the  Bethlehem  School. 

We,  the  staff  of  the  Bethlehem  School,  have  made  the 
following  innovations: 

1.  Increased  reading  period  time  to  sixty  minutes  per 
day  per  grade. 

2.  Increased  remedial  reading  class  time  by  seven  45 
minute  periods  per  week. 

3.  Increased  seventh  grade  science  class  time  by  one  45 
minute  period  per  week. 

4.  Increased  eighth  grade  English  class  time  by  one  45 
minute  period  per  week. 

All  major  subject  areas  have  five  45  minute  periods 
per  week  under  our  new  schedule. 

5.  Developed  social  studies  current  events  classes.  Two 
45  minute  formal  class  room  periods  per  week  for  seventh 
and  eighth  grades  added  to  the  social  studies  program. 
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6.  Developed  special  help  periods  for  the  seventh  grade 
students.  Three  study  periods  for  seventh  grade  with  op- 
portunities for  special  help  have  proved  effective. 

7.  Adopted  Title  I  program  in  the  Bethlehem  School  to 
provide  the  additional  seven  periods  of  remedial  reading, 
three  special  help  study  periods  and  two  additional  cur- 
rent events  classes  for  grades  seven  and  eight. 

8.  Teacher  participation  in  a  curricular  workshop  with 
Littleton  High  School  teachers.  Curricular  coordination  for 
Bethlehem  students  with  Littleton  Junior  High  was  the  pur- 
pose of  the  workshop. 

The  following  building  improvements  have  been  made: 

1.  Exterior  of  building  painted,  trim,  sash,  etc. 

2.  Teacher's  room  painted. 

3.  New  rug  installed  in  remedial  reading  room. 

4.  Front  drive  and  parking  area  re-oiled. 

5.  New  urinal  installed  in  boys'  room  second  floor. 

6.  Master  clock  overhauled. 

7.  Auditorium  floor,  seventh  grade  and  eighth  grade 
floors  refinished. 

8.  New  basketball  backboards  installed  on  playground. 

9.  New  bicycle  rack  purchased  and  to  be  installed. 

10.  New  desks  purchased  and  installed  for  sixth  grade 
classroom. 

The  efforts  and  interests  shown  in  our  school  and  its 
pupils  by  Mr.  McKenna,  Mrs.  Miller,  Mrs.  Brooks  and  Mrs. 
Jackie  have  been  greatly  appreciated.
